DISCUSSING THE INDICTMENTS.

“This briaes & matter to my mind that the
public genornlly doos not understand,’’ re-
miarked Colonel D. B. Daliey, ex-county
prosecating attorney, us he stood in front of
Tus Ben office yesterday afternoon reading
the bulletius from the scens of tho Sulllvan.
Kilrain fight, “Do you know that there Is
no law against prize fighting in Towa, Well,
auch is the case, and It ean only be punished
us 0 misdemeunor, had oceaslon to look
into the matter when I was prosecuting at-
torney, aud I witl tell you what I had to ao.

“You remember the fight that ook place
up on the wland about two years ugo! They
Intended to fight on this side of the river,
and came over for that purpose,  They had
a steamer, and could easily escape the ofii-
coers of the law If any attempt was made Lo
molest them, 1 hoard of the intended fAght
and made out three sets of Informations and
gol out warrants charging them with assault
and Dbattery, counspirioeg to indulge in
riotous conduact and disturbing the ponce,
Thoso woro the only chargas tnat could ba
proferred under the statutes, as the offense
could not be construsd to come under the
head of duelling, 'Tho sherlff and I chased
those follows way above the mouth of the
Hoyer river, and thoy finnlly made up theie
minas thut they could not fight on fowa soil,
a0 thoy returncd Lo the sland, o little strip
of land ubout 5H0x100 feet in size, which was
lovated nbour forty fest from the Nebrasion
shore. We could scc the fight going on, nnd
viewed the party throuich our glasses,

STho question of  Jurisdiction came up as
moon 18- the news of tne fight was made
publie. The Nobruska asuthorities woere not
disposed to aceept the statement that the
fight took place on Iown soil, and were pre-
piridg to make it warm for the participants
and speotators, whou twoe aports, one of
whom wna Mr, —— (mentioning n wall
known sportiog man of this city) went up
there one day with shovels and dug severa)
littloe ditchos ACross the Islund.
This allowed the current to cut avross it, and
in # vory tew diays there was no islund left
to tell the story, and there was nothing to
prove where the fieht took place, excopt the
interested parties who, by the way, were not

to ventilute their knowledge. No,
jzo Aghiting 1o this stute is not o felony,
neither is gambling, and right Lthero we wre
behind Nebrusky, The only way to punish
prize fighting hore is to prefer n number of
churges of vaiious misdemenvors, and even
thon the most severe punishment you can in-
flict Is for assault und battery, which will
cost the offendoer £100 und thirty days in the
connty Jail, if the full Hmit is dedlt out to
him. If there i a big Hght to come off, the
only way to prevent It is to be on the ground
with o suficient foree, ns the punishment to
be inflictod would not serve to deter the am-
biticus pugilist,”

A SINGULAR NEGRO CUSTOM.
Flaythings and Medicine Bottles
Flaced on the Graves of Onildren.

Bays a Washington letter in the Cleve-
land Leader: While strolling last Sun-
day a little way outside the eity limits
near the heud of Eighteenth streot I no-
ticed two carringes lilled with colored
l}euple entering an enclesure, 1 saw

hat It was a cemetery,and followed, A
stalwart negro took from one of the car-
vingos 4 small coftin, and, with the cere-
mony of » short, simple prayer, it was
doposited in the earth, Six or eight
friends of the dead babe stood with tear-
ful eyes during the few minutesoccupied
in filling the little grave, then they re-
entered the carriages nnd drove awny
Just before loaving a woman, whom t

judged to be the beresved mother, luid

upon the mound two or three infant's

toya,
’ {mking about among the large num-
ber of graves of children I observed
this practice to be general. Some wero
liternlly covered with playthings.
There wera nursing bottles, rattle boxos,
tin horses and wagons, “Nonh's srks,"
sots of dishes, marbles, tops, china cups
and saucers, slates, pleture books, in
endiess number and variely. Many of
them had apparently lain  there for
yvenrs, articles of a perishable nature
aving been almost destroyed by sun
and storm. There were fow children's
graves which did pot have something
of this kind upon them. On many ol
the larger graves were protly cases,
statuottos, and othor articles suitable
to more ndult years.

Upon inquiry I wns told that this cus-
tom is nlmost universal among the cols
ored people in the south. The senti-
ment that prompts it readily suggests
itself, but it ls not quite so oasy to un-
derstand another feature which I no-
ticed. Upon fully half the graves,
lying or standing, partly buried in the
earth, were medicine bottles of all sizes
and shapes, Some were nenrly full,
and all contained more or less of the
medicine, which had no doubt been
used in the effort to ward off the visit
of denth. The usual number of these
on ench grave was from one to thres,
but on one I counted eight.  The plac-
Ing of these bottles is a singular con-
ceil, and would seem to border on
suporstition. Just what they do, it ig
not clear.

1 was impolled by curiosity to inquire
of two or three negroes about it, but
they seemed no better able to explain
it than [ was, One old wemnn who was
loftering about the cemectery sald, in
answer to my guestion:

1 kain’t tell ye why, mister, but dey
nllers does it. When was & chile |
libed down in ole Virginny. an’ was jes’
de snme dar, [ d'no, but mebbe dey
tinks de medicun ‘Il he'p de chil'n
arter dey’s buried, but I don’t see no
good in it, nohow.”

She putin some good aeting in
the “Khu Tszing San Tong Lo Mo,”
when her father resolutely refused to
let her husband go back to Nom Chow
Choon Yon to see his mother, Jee Shi.
Mo Quay Ying's “Choo Fun Khi Low
Koon,” just before their purting, was
also admirably done. The voeice of
Mr. Moo Sung Jee, the Chinese Hamlet,
was very bad to begin with., In addi-
tion to this his whiskers were too long
und too thick, so that his articulation
appeared to be swallowed up. When
he tried hayd to tell the “*Bien poo shon
ahu' and his “Gan bon ya yee,” who
came to senrch the house of his master
for Jow Yen, the Kean Ching, his fran-
tic efforts could hardly be dis-
tinguished by even the “Bien poo shou
shu,” who was only a fow paces awiy
from him., But Mr. Moo Sung Jee
seems to be deeply in love with hislong
fulse whiskers, He utilized his hands
aud feet tvo much to please his audi-
aence.

Mr. Lee Yee, a Chinese dramatic
eritic on Mott streot, said: *'Mr. Moo
Sung Jea's You Shi Lou is just like
Yuh Noos get By—(Fishing on the dry
mountain instead of the river.)

SHIPS ON WHEELS.,

The Chignecto DbBarine Rnilway to
R.val Captain Ead’'s Project,

Across the narrow neck of land con-
necting the mavitime provinces of Noew
Brunswick and Nova Scotia a work is
now being constructed which, if a suc-
cess, will cause Eiffel 1o look to his
lnurels is he expects to establish the
claim he has made for his tower as he-
ingr the eighth wonder of the world,
writes an Amherst, N. 5., correspon-
of the Now York World.

This murvel of modern engineering
is the Chignecto and marine or ship
railway, & work which iun prospectus
has been before the people of this ceun-
try for the last filteen or twenty years.
Grit and tory have alike hooted and ad-
vocated the scheme, as they happened
to bo in or out of power. Nobody be-
lieved thnt the iden would be success-
fully cerried out, but all scoffers were
silenced by the arrival at Amherst in
September lust of the contractors,
Messrs. Dawson, Symmes and Usher,
These gentlemen at once began to push
the work in o business-like manner,
and will this summer find employment
for about five thousund men. Duawson
& Co. are well and favorably koown in
Canuda r «d the Unpited BStates as
werlthy and successlub contractors, one
of their last operations beiu{{ the con-
struction of the Poughkeopsie bridge.

The promoter of the scheme is H. G.
C. Ketchum, whose pluck has at last
brought its own reward. Mr. Ketchum
will very probably be knighted if his
rallway proves a success,

‘l‘lm.‘ittle isthmus across which the
line i¢ being constructed from the Bay
of Fundy to Northumberland Straits, o
distance of seventeen and one-half
miles, is historic ground, Here, within
a stone’s throw, are the old forts of
Beuausejaur (now Fort Cumberland) and
Fort Lawrence. Here, in doys g‘unu by.
Vergaur, with his regulars and Acad-
lans, his habitapts and Indiuns, strug-
gled for colonial supremacy with Mone-
ton and his brave New Englanders,
with Lawrerce and his British troops,
Here the loyal New England states gen-
erously poured out their blood and gold
in an effort to add one more jewel to the
British crown.

A ship or steamer making the over-
land passngeid first Noated into the
inner basing and’ the platform support-
ing the car or, ship cradle sunk to the
required depthy The ship is then
flonted until shie roste securely on the
erndle, Hydewho pressure {s then ap-
pliad, and the h]u.fnrm raised until the
ralls on which,the eradle rests are on n
plane with thoseof the main line.when
a powerful engine is coupled on and
away “‘saile” the ship past Beausejaur
and Cumberiand, overswamps and bogs,
through forests of spruce and pine,
until aftor sailing over some seventeen
miles of dry land she is launched into
the waters of the Bay of Fundy or the
Gull of St. Lawrence, as tho case may
bo. Vessele taking advantago of this
short cut will save some hundreds of
miles of dangerous passage around the
rock-bound coast of Nova Scotin. Es-
pecinlly will it be a boon to the Glou-
cester tishermen bound to the Labrador
coust, the Bay Chaleur, or other points
north and east,

Mr. Ketchum has some millions of
English capital at his back, and the
line will certainly be bullt nnd op-
eratod---always provided Mr. Frye and
Mr. Butterworth don’t scoop the whole
business, Canuda is young, butshe is
coming, and she will have the first
practical marine railway in the world.
